It is still young 
and provincial. Then why citify small 
towns except to meet such demands.

The practi¬ 
cal mind that selects his decorative 
trees with an eye to the main chance in 
the way of a crop would probably buy 
a picture by square measure. I may 
not hope to interest him. 

Of course Baldwin and Mountain 
Trail avenues are now very fine ave¬ 
nues, and if it is possible ever to line 
them somewhat more closely^with suit¬ 
able trees, they will no doubt become 
famous.

There are seventeen to twenty of, we 
will say, low hills, as compared to the 
mountains but some of them perhaps 
1500 or 2000 bordering the valley and 
in the folds, cations and washes of these 
hills one is constantly astonished by 
the sight of small trees and particularly 
of shrubs fresh and green in the hottest, 
driest time of the year, looking like the 
choicest selections of the gardener’s 
skill. Standing on a slope in some of 
the washes, there are seen here and 
there shrubs of a particular noticeable 
freshness seeming to be alike and yet 
differing in shades of green. 

The native-lover cannot pass them in 
the distance but will go to first one and 
then another and in each instance he 
will in that region and season find that 
his shrub is either the Hollyleaved 
Cherry (Prunus ilicifolia) or the Laurel¬ 
leaved Sumach (Rhus lawrina). Both 
species present delightful variation in 
greens in response to the lights and 
shades of a slope or rill. 

The Laurel-leaf Sumach is the one 
that predominates in our vacant lots. 
It is one of the handsomest of the genus 
as represented here but it must be kept 
young by cutting and when the fruit 
begins to blacken it should be cut away. 
This is its only defect and it is too 
beautiful in stem and leaf when prop¬ 
erly treated, to be excluded. 

The region I have referred to is of 
especial biological interest and perhaps

Cans, bottles and other receptacles 
in which kerosene or gasoline are sold 
in Sierra Madre must hereafter bear 
labels indicating in letters at least one 
inch high the nature of the fluid con¬ 
tained therein. This was voted by the 
city trustees at their regular meeting 
last night, the ordinance being pub¬ 
lished in another column. 

Ordinance No. 67, ordering the im¬ 
provement of the west block of Grand 
View was adopted and may be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 

A curfew ordinance was introduced, 
designed to put a stop to the practice 
by a large number of young boys of 
loafing about the streets at night. The 
age limit and official bed-time hour will 
be decided upon later. 

A communication from Mr. N. W. 
Tarr was read, advocating the early im¬ 
provement of Grandin ayenue, and of¬ 
fering his services in promoting such 
work. In case it is not feasible to have 
the street graded and oiled at present 
he'Wishes the grades established so he 
can have curbs and sidewalks put in 
along his own frontage.
